LAUSANNE, July 9.—Ismet Pasha 
has proved himself a great diplomat, 
for by the N ear Eastern peace which 
w'as arranged in principle 
between 
the allied and 
Turkish 
representa­ 
tives early today, he achieved signal 
victories for his country. 
He never relinquished his grasp on 
the delicate situation that often con­ 
fronted the conference. He was bet­ 
ter than the brilliant Marquis Curzon 
in the first stage of the negotiations 
and kept all the skilled 
diplomats 
guessing from the start. 
He smiled 
always, but seldom did he yield. 
The Angora government must still 
be consulted on several 
points con­ 
cerning allied concessions in Turkey, 
but everybody at Lausanne believes 
that peace will surely be signed with­ 
in ten days. 
The great result of the Lausanne 
peace, as seen by the diplomats here, 
is that one of the most serious dang­ 
ers to the happiness of the continent 
has been removed by liquidation of 
the states of war in the N ear East 
and by the agreem ent of Turkey and 
Greece to lay down their arms. Eu­ 
ropean troops will evacuate Turkish 
soil and Turkey with her now type of 
government, will be free to fashion 
her destiny unfettered by European 
domination. 
“Peace! 
Peace! 
Tell it to 
the 
whole world!” these were the words 
of the Turkish leader as he emerged 
from the conference hall. Champagne 
was drunk at the hotels to celebrate 
the success of the negotiations which 
began lasct November only to be in­ 
terrupted in February 
by a sensa­ 
tional collapse over questions w*hich 
this morning were settled. 
Turkey won a succession of victor­ 
ies throughout the conference. In the 
first Place she obtains abolition of 
capitulations. 
In tho second 
place, 
Turkey, by her re-entry into eastern 
Thrace, comes back into Europe. 
France, on the question of the Ot­ 
toman debt, which she 
wanted put 
into the treaty to conserve the rights 
of her numerous bond holders, made 
a secrifice in order to hold fast Great 
Britain and Italy on the Near E ast­ 
ern problems and to attain peace. As 
the pact nowT stands, it contains no 
reference to Turkey’s debt, but the 
allies, will declare that the debt con­ 
tract cannot be modified except by 
mutual agreem ent between 
Turkey 
and the bond holders, with whom she 
must endeavor to negotiate a mora­ 
torium for the paym ent of interest. 
American views on the question of 
concessions have been respected by 
a modification of the protocol cover­ 
ing this im portant point. 
Inasmuch 
as the United States expressed ob­ 
jection to confirmation 
of 
pre-war 
contracts which were 
not 
entirely 
formal, the powers and Turkey have 
agreed to specify in the treaty those 
concessions to which they desire to 
refer.

William R. Day had been a notable 
figure in the national government for 
more than a quarter of a 
century, 
serving conspicuously both in public 
and judicial capacities. 
Brought to Washington in 1897 by 
President McKinley, who appointed 
him assistant secretary of state, he 
subsequently was advanced to 
the 
secretaryship and later was appoint­ 
ed to the supreme court, from which 
he resigned on November 14, t922 to 
become umpire of the mixed claims 
commission set up to settle claims 
arising from the 
war. 
From 
this 
post also he resigned on May 15 last, 
after it had developed that the acti­ 
vities of the bench, where he had 
worked tirelessly for 19 years, had 
greatly impaired his health. 
Freed of all official responsibilities 
he then went to bis home in Ohio, as 
one of the three justices of the su­ 
preme court on its retired list. 
While he did not sepcialize in any 
particular branch of the law while 
a member of 
the 
supreme 
court, 
Justice Day’s great learning was rec­ 
ognized and he was selected to deliv­ 
er some of the court’s most import­ 
ant opinions, notably in the United 
Shoe Machinery and the Soufhern 
racffic-Central Pacific cases. 
He wrote the dissenting opinion in 
the United States Steel Corporation 
case, decided in March 
1920, 
when

Justice Day was a dyed in the wool 
baseball fan. 
He never lost an op­ 
portunity to attend the big games, 
frequently hustling to the ball park 
as soon as he could lay aside his 
robes. 
During the world series he 
always arranged to keep advised of 
the contests, having telegraphic re­ 
ports play by play passed to him 
upon the bench. These he read with 
keen interest and as he passed them 
along the bench to his colleagues he 
would add some criticism upon the 
progress of the contest. 
The name of William R. Day is in­ 
delibly linked with that of William 
McKinley. 
W hen 
the

elected President, Justice Day wras 
little known outside of Ohio, where 
he was born in 1849. 
He had grad­ 
uated from the University of Michi­ 
gan, studied law in a law office, tak ­ 
en a few lectures, and began the 
practice of his profession. 
He had 
been elected judge of the common 
pleas court in Stark county, Ohio, 
when 37 years of age and in 
1889, 
President Harrison had offered him 
the position of judge of the district 
court for the 
northern 
district of 
Ohio, but ill health forbade his ac­ 
cepting. 
Shortly after the election in 1897, 
President McKinley let it be known 
that he would make John Sherman, 
then old and near the 
end of 
his 
career, Secretary of State, and that 
he would name his fellow-townsman, 
William R. Day, as assistant secre­ 
tary of state. 
It is doubtful if the new' assistant 
secretary of state had ever met a 
foreign ambassador until he came to 
Washington in 1897. 
Sherman could 
not carry many of the burdens of 
his office. 
The untrained diplomat 
in the second position in the depart­ 
ment had to shoulder the responsi­ 
bility of the department in such a 
tactful way as not to offend his sup­ 
erior. 
How well he filled the office, 
and a year later the office that Sher­ 
man had occupied as Secretary 
of 
State was expressed later by McKin­ 
ley when he said: “Day absolutely 
never made a mistake.” 
It fell to Secretary of State Day 
to attem pt to avoid the crash with 
Spain over Cuba. The shrewd moves 
to avert w’ar were his. To him later, 
came the work of 
restoring 
peace. 
President McKinley selected him as 
chairman of the commission of the 
United State* to meet the commis­ 
sioners of Spain in drafting a treaty 
to end the war. 
The treaty of Paris 
is a monument to him. 
With this duty over, President Mc­ 
Kinley named him a circuit judge o! 
the United States for the Sixth cir­ 
cuit. Here he served, until President 
Roosevelt appointed bim to
